The warning comes from Jean 
Jacques Servan-Schreiber,the 
French writer and politician, now in 
Israel. He is talking abvut a trans- 
formation that is spreading all over 
the globe, the development of the 
science of informatics. The Industri- 
al Revolution two centuries ago, he 
recalls, turned human beings into 
machines. It can be said that the 
present Computer Revolution is 
turning those machine-men back 
into humans again. 

The computer, he says, is a pro- 
longation of the human intellect. 
Man can now delegate his mechani- 
cal tasks to robots. They do the job 
better, so much so that they are 
rapidly displacing the world’s indus- 
trial labour force. 

The process does not have to be 
sought or urged on: it is happening 
whether we like it or not. Duta- 
processing units pour onto the mar- 
ket in an endless stream, each model 
smaller, cheaper and more efficient 
than the last. The problem is not the 
invading machines, it is the people,

Defying the odds, some Jews and 
aside ethnic, religious and politica 


Arabs manage to set

business ventures. David Rudge looks at some examples.

SA'ADI was barn in the densely

HOW HAD Arab clients, accus- 
tomed to dealing solely with Sa'adi 
and conducting their business in Ar- 
abic, reacted to him taking on a Jew 
ἊΝ ἢ partner? 

“AL first, when customers rang up 
and Rafi answered the phone in He- 
brew, they thought they'd made a 
mistake, and put the phone down, 
But that doesn't happen much 
now,” said Sa’adi. 

“There is, however, a problem of 

re-set attitudes. Many Arabs feel 
nferior dealing with Jews. For in- 
stance, if an Arab is in a bank and 
the clerk is rude, the client thinks.

Suleiman, although τὶ tesident of 
Acre for 30) years, does not Tegard 
the town as his home. He was born 
in Biram, the village near the Lebs- 
nese border which was evacuated br 
the military authorities shortly after 
the War of Independence. 

Although he was only four when 
his family were forced {o leave, Su- 
leiman has never given up hope of 
one day going back and helping τὸ 
rebuild the village. Suleiman is a 
member of the committee Pressing 
the government tu ullow the evacu- 
ecs to return to Biram and to the 
adjacent village of Ikrit. 

Berner likes to keep his political 
opinions to himself. Yet while he 
may not agree with Suleiman on cer- 
tain issues, they have an excellent 
working and personal relationship 
based on mutual trust. 


BERNER, who owns the premises, 
initiated the partnership nearly five 
years ago.

TWO DAYS BEFORE ordering an 
$4,000 wheelchair for their severely 
handicapped daughter, Mark and 
ie Reider Acard ubout the Hun- 
galian option. One year and wo 
trips to Hungary later, Miriam does 
not use ἃ wheelchair -- or any other 
special device -- and is finally stand- 
ing up on her own. 

“We always felt she had a tremen- 
dous unlocked potential,” says Mir- 
iam’s father. "'The key was in 
Budapest." 

The key was “conductive educn- 
tion," a method of stimulating moti- 
vation and teaching the cerebral- 
Palsied child te function without 
special ai i ἐν 
Israelis only if they cin afford the 

money and the time Eor Jeng trips to 
the Peto fostitute. 

Under the system, children work 
al beconting as independent as pos- 
sible through phiy, singing and hard 
work, A “conductor” leads the way, 
aaa ar Woman whose training 
combines all the disciplines relevant 
to work with motordisabled chil- 
dren. ‘The conductor is the child's 
Physical, speech and océupationnt 
therapist: He is also psychologist, 
teacher, nurse and guide. 

Because most of the children live 
at the institute, they can work on 
becoming independent as much as 
15 hours a duy. Those froin ubrond 
generatly spend elaht hours a day 
wilh a group, 

The children leave their wheet- 
chairs at the door ‘af the school, 
making their own way, somoliow, 
up the stairs, No ramps are provid: 
ed, no special devices other (hun a 
simple wooden chair with a laddered 
back. Most important is the attitude 
of the staffs Chitdren are given the 

absohite minimum amount of assis- 
tance necessury to complete (he task 
on hand. ᾿ 

According to Hungarian’ statis- 
ties, 70 per cent of the children wha 
enter the Peto Institute iam to 
walk. To parents who have resigned 
themselves to their child's permn- 
nent dependence on! them, and 
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eventually on strangers, the possi- 
bility that their child could learn to 
walk seems nothing short of a 
miracle. 

“Parents of children with cerebral 
Palsy lose hope after a while, as- 
sume their youngster will be passive 
for ever,” says Hava Leon, whose 
six-year-old son Yoel, deaf and suf- 
fering from severe motor disabil- 
ities, is in his second course at the 
institute. “Yoel was tied into n Spe- 
cial chair by the shoulders, between 
his legs, completely passive. We had 
already looked into buying a wheel- 
chair, we had given up an his body." 

Like the Renders. Hava.and Udi 
eon were introduced ta Tungary 
by the BBC documentary, Standing 
Up for Juv. tthe film, litte Jue 
enters tho Peto fustitute in Budapest 
totally disabled. By the end of it -- 
after six months of ireatment -- he 
has gained the motivation, and some 
of the skill he needs, τὸ function on 
his own. 

“When we saw the film for the 
first time we could feel our son iden- 
lifying with Joe," relates Hava. 
“But we thought, Yoel has prob- 
lems communicating ~ he couldn't 
possibly profit from this system.” 

Yoe!'s reaction was startlingly dif- 
ferent.

sciously motor acts which other 
younsters do automatically.

Yet something like 700 guests 
from all over the world assembled 
for the fourth FestRio, an event 
publicized by its organizers as the 
most important of its kind in Latin 
Moy of those who were present 
this year were there last year and in 
all probability will be back next 
year, in spite of the fact that they 
were caught bitterly complaining 
about the organization, the non-ex- 
istent timetables, the cancellations 
and the confusions, the lack of infor- 
mation and the cavalier treatment of 
their own product. Probably fot - 
much of that will emerge either in 
the press or in the reports sent back 
to head offices. The reason is self- 
evident. None of the obstructions 
mentioned was serious enough to 
spoil the fun of being in Rio, and 
going on at length about problems 
might harm the festival, and with it 
the chance of going back for more 
fun in the future. ᾿ 

And no one can deny that if the 
FestRio people were not terribly ef- 
ficient they were extremely nice, 
willing to help as much as possible 
and always concerned with their 
guests’ well-being.

During his stay he created Linton 
(music: David Linton) and set his 
Walk This Way to music by Tehai- 
kovsky.

That’s showbiz... Brecht 


THE CAUCASIAN CHALK CIR- 
CLE (Ma‘agal Hagir Hacavcasi) by 
Bertolt Brecht. Translated by Natan 
Yach. Directed by Omri Nitzan. Ha- 
bimah National ‘Theatre. 


1 HOPE THAT Habimah, when on 
tour in Germany this summer, pro- 
pitiated, or in any other acceptable 
way, made its peace with, Brecht's 
ghost, for what it was about to per- 
petrate this month in his name. If 
not, I fear they will be haunted ever- 
more for the catastrophe (masquer- 
ading as the famous Chalk Circle.) 
they have now come up with. 
Brecht, at least, is blameless. Not 
a breath of his creative genius 
emerges froin this bastardized ver- 
sion of his play. In case you have 
forgotten, the story is about the 
overthrown governor of a city in 
Georgia and his wife who, in flight, 
forget their son and heir. A simple 
servant girl, Grusha, saves the child, 
but when the revolt ends she is sued 
by the mother for the child's return. 
“Azdak, the village drunk uppoint- 
ed as judge by the rebel soldiers, 
settles the case by reversing the ald 
chalk circle judgement. He gives the 
child to Grusha, who has reared 
him, yet is ready to dispose of him to 
“whoever serves him hest.” 


BRECHT TOOK the theme from 
an ancient Chinese play, and, ata 
time when he admired the Sovicts 
and Stalin, transferred the locale 
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from Peking tu Tiflis, Stalin's Geor- 
gian birthplace. ; 
Habimah has excised all this, to- 
gether with its moral significance, 
transferring the scene of strife of 
human victims caught up in the af- 
termath of war to present-day Isra- 
el. (The soldiers prance about in 
IDF camouflage fatigues, though 
the chorus are camouflaged as twixt- 
the-two-world-wars parlour-maids.) 
The main message is here eviscer- 
ated, leaving nothing but the bare 
bunes, ἢ skeleton set in motion by a 
galaxy of gimmicks and contrap- 
tions, not to mention Shlomo Gron- 
ich’s medley of music, of the kind 
beloved by bar-mitzva and wedding 
celebrants. (The cost of this alone 
would prabiubly keep a national 
health scheme going for some 
months. ) 3 
By this 1 do not mean to imply 
that an updated showbiz version of 
The Circle is sacrilege per se. After 
all, Act One of the text starts with a 
singer in a sheepskin coat surround- 
ed by a chorus. So what's wrong 
with Micki Kam cutting in like ἃ 
contemporary compere? Nothing, 
except that in that role she overrides 
the evening, in a tinny, nasal tone, 
not at all typical of this artiste at her 
st 
ane to mise-en-scene, in the 1954 
Berliner Ensemble production, ex- 
travagant effects were used, so what 
was wrong with Habimah's nothing- 
v-lavish glamour and glitter? 


Nothing except that it focused an 
a circus parade of cable, rope and 
weight suspensions meant to spell 
sensation, ; 

The costumes, however, running 
into hundreds, did -- at least in 
places -- (The Fat Prince, the Gov- 
ernor and his wife, Azdak) offer a 
really bizarre Brechtian evocation. 


THE CASTING was unaccount- 
able. Yona Elian-Keshet, a comely 
comedienne, as Grusha, was no te- 
nacious, potato-ficed peasant strug- 
gling against the social system to 
defeat it with the depths of superhu- 
man humanist compassion. Shalom 
Shmuelov, an otherwise elegant and 
effective actor, dodged all the indi- 
rection, the sly tenderness, the mov- 
ing naiveté, embedded in the part of 
Simon Chachava. ᾿ :

aS 
FIVE OF the six programmes in the 
new “Voices and Visions” poetry 
series were shown over the pust 
three weeks at the Jerusalem Amer- 
ican Cultural Centre. Critically 
acclaimed, these videos on Emily 
Dickinson, Robert Frost, Ezra 
Pound, Langston Hughes and Wil- 
liam Carlos Williams represent, in 
the words of the accompanying re- 
lease, “ἃ collaboration between 
scholars, filmmakers, educators and 

is to design programmes which 
willstimulate greater appreciation of 
poetry... The sounds, images and 
concepts of poetry are translated 
into evocative film sequences with 
their own power and beauty.” 

What in fact we get in these films is 
acurious mixture of excellence and 
candification. The excellence is con- 
centrated in a no-nonsense presenta- 
tion of other poets and critics talking 
about the featured poet and his or 
her work. In their cadence and tone 
of voice, in the shapes of their sent- 
ences and in their reading and recita- 
tion of poems, these writers lake one 
to the edge of what several years at 
the university level only rarely pro- 
vide. 

Wesee Richard Wilbur, fur exam- 
ple, in a blue knit vest and jeans, 
deepin his armchair, speaking with a 
New England deliberateness that 
allows him, it seems, to listen both 
along the line of his own speech and 
to what Frost's poetry might at a 
given moment say to him.

Likewise Joseph Brodsky, speak- 
ing English as though he had two or 
three Lifesavers in his mouth, hus 
much to say, as does Seamus 
Heaney, who points out that “The 
Woodpile™ refers finally, or also, to 
the black words on the white page, 
“the woodpile against the snow.” 


WE HEAR Allen Ginsberg discus- 
sing Williams's candor and eros, 
then see Ginsberg walking along the 
spillway that leads down from the 
upper Passaic Falls, as he talks of his 
relationship as ἃ young man to Wil- 
liams: “an unknown young poet 
writing to an unknown old one.” 

Ginsberg is impressive in his mod- 
esty and has a remarkable instinct 
for what is most vital in Williams. 
With his reputation for wildness and 
his focus on hysteria, one forgets just 
how clear a being Ginsberg actually 
is. His plain reading of several Wil- 
liams poems provides some of the 
most moving moments in the series 
and in itself indicates a poetic intelli- 
gence of a rare order. 

Of that same rare order is Basil 
Bunting, who - amid all the con- 
troversy surrounding Pound (a con- 
troversy conspicuously downplayed 
in the video), and from behind his 
big beard und eyebrows -speaksas if

from the centre of a large stone in the 
ground, having witnessed much, and 
with a quiet certainty that he knows 
what will last and what won't. 

Perhaps most striking of all is 
Hugh Kenner, who appears in both 
the Pound and Williams footage. 
Kenner speaks with a fluency and 
brilliance that is, if nothing else, a 
pleasure to follow. His commentary 
leads, however, very gracefully into 
the poetry itself - for which he is seen 
as a dignified and very gifted emis- 
sary. 

Kenner's discussion of Pound's 
“Cantos” is as fine an introduction 
to the spirit of that poem as one is 
likely to receive anywhere. Particu- 
larly memorable is his renurk that 
Pound, whom Kenner remembers as 
the most impressive of talkers, was 
never able to get his speaking voice 
into the “Cuntos.” Listening in on 
Pound's BBC explanation of various 
Chinese ideograms, one sces whit 
Kenner means and realizes just how 
much Pound’s various personas 
meant to his poetry. 

Anthony Hecht, Adrienne Rich 
and Joyce Carol Oates on Dickin- 
son, Alfred Kazin on Pound, pub- 
lisher James Laughlin on Pound and 
Williams, and James Baldwin on 
Hughes, are each in their respective 
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manners formidable screen pre- 
selices, 


EQUALLY successful in the series’ 
overall approach is the use of 
dacumentury footage. We see Frost 
at Kennedy's inauguration burking 
out "The Gift Outright"; Frost in his 
coach's jacket being interviewed 
(“You can’t read everything before 
you begin writing -- otherwise you'd 
be 5Ubefore you began... No, you've 
got to start on insufficient. know- 
ledge..""); Pound in his silence enter- 
ing a cathedral at the end of his life; 
and so on. 

We're also shown a Strong inter- 
view with one of the doctors Pound 
knew at the army detention centre 
in Pisa, where Pound was held (in- 
tially in a cuge) before being sent 
back to the States and tried for 
treason. There is, as well, extended 
footage of Olga Rudge und Pound's 
daughter Mary de Rachewiltz. 

The Williams video gives us some 
striking moments with Williams's 
son, also a pediatrician, who takes us 
on a tour of bis father's house and 
‘attic study — stopping to read a small 
telltale poem his father had found 
somewhere and tacked up on the 
wall next to several postcards and 8 
four-year graph of the stock market 
that included the great crash: 

I'm just alittle PRAIRIE flower, 

Growin’ wilder hour-by-hour; 

No one EVER cultivates ME, 

I'M WILDI 
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Audiotapes of Williams speaking 
and reading from his poems and film 
clips of Langston Hughes speaking 
are alse helpful. 


THE FILMS are eminently 
worth sitting through once, if not 
twice. They should be ready for 
viewing by the general public within 
ἃ month or two, though interested 
parties are advised to contact the 
centre in advance (222376, 225755) 
to confirm their availability. The 
sixth programme in the series, on 
Hart Crane, has yet to be purchased.

THE GROWN-UPS surely 
won't object if we start out 
with youngsters, After ail, 
they constitute a large propor- 
tion of the video-consuming 
public, even though not 
@nouyh suitable material is re- 
leased for them while a fot 
that comnes their way is un- 
suitable. It’s a shame, espe- 
cially as thera is a child hidden 
inside plenty of adults (the 
nicer ones anyway), who 
would also enjoy some kiddie 
fare. 

One company that devotes 
much of its marketing effort to 
quality children’s videos is Fo- 
rum Films which stocks Dis- 
ney favourites. Heading its lat- 
est package is The Parent 
Trap (1961) in which Hayloy 
Mills plays lovable lookalike 
twins: who incat accidentally 
for the first time. These dupli- 
cate daughters make double 
trouble for thei: divorcad par- 
ants and ἃ platinum-halred 
doll, with dollar-grean eyes 
and designs on Daddy and his 
bank account. This is good- 
hearted, innocuous, fun-filled 
comedy of the sort that is 
soraly missing nowadays. 

Another young girt stars in 
The Journey of Natty Gann, a 
1985 Disney offering about 
the extraordinary adventures 
which befall the heroine 
who's scouring Depression- 
era America for her father. En 
route a wild wolf, played by a

gorgeous German shepherd, 
befriends and watches over 
her. The ending is happy and 
the photography breathtak- 
ing. So what 1 it's all pretty 
predictable? It's nice. 

And talking of nice, Forum 
Films has another Disney car- 
toon -- Donuid Duck’s Golden 
Jubilee. \t seams that Donald 
has been quacking his hoarse, 
incoherent jibberish for five 
decades and this cassette is a 
birthday calcbration. 

Tho folk at Hed Artzi didn't 
know how old Bugs Bunny or 
Porky Pig are, but they are ro- 
doasing a jubilee cassette for 
each. Whatever the annivarsa- 
ry, both characters are age- 
lass and watching tham will 
make any one feel young. 


HED ARTZI provides a pleas- 
ant trip back to the adult world 
with A Man And A Woman, 
one of tha most acclaimed 
films of the 1960s. This winner 
of the 1966 Oscar for best for- 
eign film was made in French, 
but the distributors assure us 
that their version will be 
dubbed into English. This in- 
talligent and touching story of 
a love affair between a young 
widow (Anouk Aimee) and 
widower (Jean-Louls Trintig- 
nant) was followed last year 


by a less successful sequel, A 
Man And A Woman 20 Years 
tater, which Hed Anzi is also 
releasing this week. 

In stark contrast is another 
Hed Artzi release -- Lethal 
Weapon, a pretentious state- 
of-the-art urban thriller which 
only a few months ago was 
still showing at our cinemas. 
Here the screen almost ex- 
plodes with screams, torture, 
automobile collisions, heli- 
copter acrobatics and flames. 
All this is part of a story about 
two police-officer friands. The 
black officer (Danny Glovar) is 
a staid and sensible family 
man, while his white pal (Mel 
Gibson) is a suicidal daredov- 
il, astonishingly adept at fin- 
ishing off the foe. 

He could almost be com- 
parad to Superman, were his 
own neck not at risk so often. 
Actually, you can see the Man 
of Steel prove, for tha fourth 
time, that he is more powerful 
than a locomotive, faster than 
a speeding bullet and able to 
leap tall buildings in a single 
bound. No, it’s not a bird and 
it's not a plane - it's Superman 
ἐν, unleashad on us by United 
King Video. Once again Chris- 
topher Reeve brings mild- 
mannered reporter Clark Kent 
and his super alter-ego to bril- 


liant one-dimensional life, the 
good are saved and the bad 
handed over to the authori- 
ties. With each successive se- 
quel this comic-book camp 
gets a little worse. You've 
seen it all before, but what the 
heck. 

More fanciful stuff from 
United King Video comes our 
way with Pirates (1986). This 
is a French-Tunisian co-pro- 
duction, with Walter Matthau 
topping the bill. It's a visually- 
oriented comedy and no 
doubt some of its grand-scale 
will be lost on TV screens. The 
slapstick is bearable and the 
typical Matthau mannerisms 
shine through, despite his 
outlandish costume. Not bad 
for two hours of escapist fun. 

The next United King Video 
entry will go down best with 
Country and Western buffs. 
Sweet Dreams (1985) tells the 
story of the legendary Patsy 
Cline, played by Jessica 
Lange. The 1950s country hits 
make up for the fact that 
we've seen similar stories in 
Coal Miner's Daughter and 
other star bios. Moreover, all 
the songs are sung by the late 
Cline, with Lange just miming 
the lyrics, : 

For more nostalgic Ameri- 
cana there's Racing With The 
Moon. This tender, detailed 
period piece about a pair of 
young lovers (Elizabeth Mc- 
Govern and Sean Penn} in a 


small California town, with 
the boy bound for WWII, 
proves that distributors don't 
always appreciate what they 
have. This 1984 gem was hid- 
den at the end of Channel 
1-TVK's list of new releases. 
There’s nostalgia of a diffar- 
ent sort from VIP, with two 
familiar TV faces -- Gary Cole- 
man (the imp of Different 
Strokes fame) and Robert 
Guillaume (the inimitable 
Benson). They teamed up in 
the 1982 made-for-TV movie, 
The Kid With The Broken 
Halo. Coleman is literally an- 
gelic, or rather an angel in 
training, who must iron out 
the kinks in the lives of three 
families before winning pro- 
motion to full angelic status, 
But if that’s a little too high 
in the clouds for you, fasten 
your seat belts, because VIP 
will bring you down real hard 
with Earthbound. This one 
flops with a loud thud, al- 
though the basic idea of this 
1981 yarn about an average 
outer-space family making an 
emergency landing in Middie 
America did have some unful- 
filled potential. It might have 
been more interesting for the 
family to land in Israel where 
it would have witnessed a lot 
of TV-starved people rushing 
to video stores, renting out 
cassettes and inserting them 
in strange little boxes. What 
would it have thought?

KADIMA HAS BEGUN collecting 
money to help more Israeli children 
to reach Hungary and eventually 
bring the Peto method back to this 
country. The estimated requirement 
is $200,000 per year, which includes 
both training of conductors, follow- 
up research and an exchange ar- 
rangement between the institute 
and the association. So far Kadima 
has received contributions amount- 
ing to $50,000,and is hoping to re- 
ceive enough establishment funds 
and private donations to make up 
the difference. 

So far, there have been 77 appli- 
cations for candidates as conduc- 
tors, 21 from men and 56 from wom- 
en. One-third speak Hungarian, 
most are married and almost half 
have children. ‘The potential train- 
ees are muinly teachers, many in 
special! education or physical educa- 
tion. ᾿ 

Yet Kadima is racing against time 
in its efforts to put the planned pro- 
gramme into action, for the institute 
is flooded with proposals from more 
well-to-do countries. In the mean- 
time, those families who can afford 
it ~ and some who can't -- continuc 
to try the Hungarian option. 

“T'll beg from friends and rela- 
tives, I'll sell my furniture, my tele- 
vision, anything to take my son to 
Budapest,” says a single mother. 
And the father of a child who has 
already had one period at the insti- 
tute says grimly that if his daughter 
has the chance to spend another six 
months in Hungary, or even a year, 
again splitting up the family, they'll 
find a way. “Do we have a choice?” 
he asks. .

ATLEAST TWO PRIVATE enter- 
prises are conducting their pre-holi- 
day promotions in an ecumenical 
spirit. The country's largest compi- 
ny for “preserved plants,” Liron at 
Moshav Bnei Zion near Ra‘anana, 
is offering long-lasting Christmas 
wreaths and small cypress trecs 
which are guaranteed to last for 
three years, but will probably be 
good for as many as 10 years, says 
company director Gil Abiri. The 
wreaths are available by special or- 
der only (tel. 052-21758), but the 
trees can be viewed as part of a 
special exhibition tomorrow (Satur- 
day), from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

The long-lasting green plants are 
real, not artificial, and they are pre- 
served by a unique process which 
claims to be based on knowledge 
from archeological finds. Liron is 
about to launch the export of these 
plants, which require no watering, 
sunlight or other care. (Similar pro- 
cesses are done in the U.S. and 
Sweden, and some of the Swedish 
“sleeping plants" are imported and

Liron also produces chemically- 
preserved real plants and flowers, 
which, however, are artificially col- 
oured. Its new-process evergreen 
plants are available thus far only at 
the moshav itself, ranging in price 
from about NIS 60 for house plants 
to hundreds and even thousands of 
shekels for large palms and other 
permanent greenery suitable for of-

AN UNUSUAL memorial show of 
works on, paper by the Inte Marlan 
(Marinel) is an cerie reminder of the 
sad end of two outstanding young 
artists who adopted the same name 
and who both eventually took their 
own lives. Both were Holocaust 
survivors. 

Marian (1932-55) was brought 
here from Rumania by Youth Aliya 
in 1947 and entered the Bezalel 
schoo! two years luter. One ‘of his 
friends there was Pinhas Burstein 
(1927-77), ἃ powerful neo-expres- 
sionist whose images of horror and 
alienation later brought him wide- 
spread recognition under the pseud- 
onym Maryan, essentially the same 
name adopted by Marinel. Maryan 
took his own life in a New York 
hotel where he had his studio when 
he was in his forties; Marian killed 
himself when he was only 23. On the 
evidence of this show, culled from a 
folder the young artist willed to a 
Jerusalem friend, we were deprived 
of a real talent. 

There are no dates to the works, 
most of which are signed Marincl, 
indicating that they are “early” in 
what was all too short a life. Some 
are notebook sketches, others com- 
positions drawn in ink with a brush. 
The little compositions in colour are 
all gems, notably the crucifixion, a 
recurring theme in the drawings too. 


The painted crucifixion makes of the 
negative shapes the main accents in 
the colour harmony, an infallible 
sign of rea! painterly talent. One is 
also charmed by the colour and plac- 
ing of a Matisse-like figure scen 
from the back; and by two splendid 
little colour studies of mustachioed 
Austro-Hungarian officers. Marian 
had a natural talent for placing col- 
our and shape while delineating an 
anecdotal subject.

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FROM THE dark recesses of Van 
Gogh-inspired expressionist can- 
vases, Melr Pichhadze has pole- 
vaulted onto a dazzling stage of 
bright, elegant and coldly calculated 
pictures inspired by a combination 
of Leger, Demuth, Al Held and Au- 
guste Herbin. These strangely entic- 
ing canvases are pictorially inven- 
tive and solidly painted but lack the 
emotional force of Pichhadze’s pre- 
vious exhibit. ᾿ 

Pichhadze concentrates on ἢ sin- 
gle motif in which combinations of 
realistically painted objects (pis- 
tons, cones. “bagels,” and globular 
tear drops are positioned with total- 
ly flat geometric shapes. The com- 
positional breakup of the painted 
surface is dynamically arranged into 
a precisionist, possibly mathemati- 
cal, progression, squares into cir- 
cles, circles into ovals, ovals into 
cones and cones into triangles and 
triangles back to rectangles. Colour 
is kept to a minimum, moslly pure 
yellow, electric blue and gunmetal 
grey, while violet or purple appear 
at random. ‘ 

This exhibit is an extremely inter- 
esting one for it comprises a hoard 
of 20th-century art references all 
jam-packed into several canvases.
